ITHIN afew Days we have receiv'd 
two confiderable Pieces of News: -The 
firt was, the Entrance into Lifle of 
the Succours led by the Chevalierde Lux- 
embourg; and the other was, the A@ion between 
Major General Webb and? the Count de Ja: Mothe 
wio would have hinder'd the pafling of a Convoy fent 
from Oftend. I'was publifh'd ac frit, by Letters from 
the Camp printed in Holland, that both were to the 
Advantage of the Allies: That the Succours led by 
the Chevalier de’ Luxembourg’ were repuls’d and 
pers'd, or that at mof but 420 Men got in: That 
the Count de la Morhe was:beaten, thar indeed the Al- 
lies had Men kill'd or wounded, but chat he loft 
agreat many more, and that the whole Convoy pals'd. 
Sut thofe printed Letters agreed fo ill in the principal 
Particulars, that “rwas thought ‘there was Ground to 
doubt thofe great Advantages. And we have fince 
been inform’d by Letters from the Camp and from di- 
vers other Parts, that about 1800 Men entred cille : 
. That inthe A€tion with che Count de la Mothe, the 
Freach had not above 5 or 60> Men kill’d or wounded : 
That of the Convoy, no more than 250 Waggons ar- 
rivd ac Menin, of which above 40 were fill’d with 
wounded Men ; the reft having made back to Oftend : 
That not above 290 got to the Camp, with Salt, To 
bacco, Bifcuic, Brandy and other Provifions, and with 
no more than 20000 Weight of Powder, which was 
riten out of the Magazine in Oftend, none having been 
brought by the Englifh. °’Tis true the Dutch have fur- 
nith'd from their Arfenal at Delft a great Quantity of 
Ammunition and alfo fome Cannon, which were fent 
the 27th paftto Oftend : But "twas believ’d it. would be 
difficuls to fend them on from thence to the Army cf 
the Allies, becaufe according to the Letters from Ghent 
of the 3d inftant, the Duke of Vendome was gone to 
Brages to ftop all the Paffages. .We have Advice, that 
in the Attack the Night between the 2: ft and 22d paft, 
in which Prince Eugene receiv’d a Wound that we 
are told is net .at-2ll dangerous, the Allies loft 4000 
Men, among them my Lord.Ingolsby and feveral other 
Officers of Note: And that in the Atrack be- 
the 23d and 24th they Jikewife fuffer'd great 
ofs. 
. From the Camp at Saulfoy, O&: 7. The News we have 
had from Lifle ac feveral Limes, “isin Subftance, That 
the Night between.the rft ando2d of this Month, the 
Enemy attack’d tbe faliant Angle before the Point of 
the Baftian next to the Hornwork of the Gate of St. 
Andrew, witht the:Angle and the; Place’ of Arms on 
that Side: but that they were twice repuls'd, and even 
purfued, with Puth of Halbard:and of Bayonet at Mus- 
quet’s End ; ‘fo that they could not make any Lodg- 
ment. The Night Berween the 3d and 4th they fprung 
lone Mines under, the Fraverfes of which the Beficged 
Were ftiil potieis’din the Tenailles, which were almoft 
“tolly ruin'd ; and they made themfelves Mafters of 
then ‘afver #teat Refiftance. "The Night between the 
th and sth, and between the sth and 6th, they atrack’d 
the Cover making feveral Affaults; “but were 
conflantly. repuls’d with great Lofs.

From the Cump before Lifle, Oct. 8. The French Horfe 
which larely entred the Town, have attempted to fally 
out of ir, and make their Way through our Intrench- 
ments; but our Men being oa their Guard, they were 
oblig'd ta return into the Place. Our Miners are at 
prefent ia the Ditch near the Batardeau, to undermine 
and blow icup. At the Artack of the Dire&or des 
Reques, our Men lode'd themiclves Night in the 
Cover'd-\Vay over againit the grand Breach: At the 
fame Attack a Battery is rais’d of 6 Cannon, to ruin a 
Battery on the Flank of a Baftion of the Place: And 
another Battery is preparing, for making a new 
Breach. 

From the Camp before Lifle, O&. 9. Laft Night we 
attack’d a Work near the Batardeau, and carried it 
thrice ; but were as often repuls’d by the Enemy,who 
remain Mafters of it: A Dupofition is making for a 
4th Attack, and we doubt nor we fhall have better 
Succeds. 

Ivom the Camp before Lifz, O& 10. The oth the 
Trenches were :eliev'd by Licurenant-General Wilkes, 
Major-General Souteland, and Brigadier. Temple. In 
the Morning we re-plac’d the Gabions which the Ene- 
my had thrown down the Day before. On the Right 
Attack, 16 Cannon were haw!d up to a Battery on the 
Countericarp, on which 8 Pieces more are to be plac’d; 
but they are not to be made ufe of till the. Battery on 
the Lefe Attack is ready. The Night between the 
oth and 1cth we begun to undermine the Batardean 
(Sluyce or Dam) in order to blow it up, and drain the 
Water out of tis Ditch : And all things were prepar’d 
on the Right for making the Gallery. The toth 
the Trenches were reliey'd as ufual, and we are la- 
bouring to perfeft our Woiks : We are going to work 
ona Deicent into the Coverd Way; afrer which we 
may make a Gallery on that Side. A Battery of 20 | 
Pieces of Gannon is raiting on the Counter{carp of the 
Left Atteck. 

From the Camp at Roufielsar, OF. 9. Yefterday the. 
Enemy cut all the Digues near Offend, which hinders 
our Convoys from pafiing thither: The Water is io 
high already, that ’cis diihcuic to pafs on Llorfeback : 
Buc we are feekiig fome Expedient to remedy this, 
and for procuring new Convoys from Oftend, efpeci- 
ally the Mony of which we are moftin Want. The 
Infantry of our Second Line is encamp’d at Moorfele. 
under the Command of the Count de Lottam. The 
Anny commanded by the Duke of Vendome, is en- 
camp d between Plaffendaal and Bruges, behind the 
Canal; and our Treops are poffeis'd of Leffingen and 
QOudenbourg. The Princes of France continue in their 
Quarters near Fournay. 

From. the Cemp at Rouffelaar, O&: 11. *Tis hop’d 
that notwithflanding all the Difficulties which the E- 
nemy have multiplied to hinder the Paffage of our 
Convoys by the Way of Ottend, we fhall find Means 
to receive them: We are et prefent ufing our Endea- 
vours to that Purpofe, and we expe& to Morrow the 
Money which is coming from Offend. The Duke of 
Vendome has been reinfore’d daily by Detachments 
from the Army of the Duke of Burgundy, fo that we 
are afflur'd the Troops of the latter.are reduc’d to about 
20000 Men. In the mean,time the Duke of Vendome 
lies behind the Canal of Bruges, tho” we have no more 
than 60 Battallions, and .130 Squadrons, the reft of 
the Army being in the Camp before Lifle, The laft
